LOVE FOR DEFORMED DAUGHTER 
CAUSES DOCTOR TO TAKE HER LIFE

DENVER, Col., Feb. US.—Love for 
his daughter, 
who, during her life 
of 32 years, had never “grown up,” 


coupled with a desire not to “leave 


her a burden on the community,” led 


Dr. H. E. Blazer, of Englewood, a 
suburb, to put his daughter, Hazel, 
into eternal sleep by administring 
chloroform last Tuesday night, an 
official investigation revealed today. 
After the spirit had risen frpm the 
cramped, deformed body 
of 
Miss 
Blazer—known for miles atound as 
“Hazel”—the little child woman, Dr. 
Blazer swallowed a poison concoc­ 
tion which he had designed. 
However, the quick ministrations 
of a physician counteracted the pois­ 
on and at midnight last Tuesday it 
was believed Dr. Blazer would recov- 
later, when 


his throat with a razor. 
Once again 
medical skill intervened and staved 
off death. 
But the thoughts of the 
doctor 
were with his dead daughter and de­ 
spite constant vigil, kept over him, 
he schemed another suicide attempt.
